viz. relief to the disabled without work 
and relief to the able-bodied in return 
for work... To these old pillara on which 
the Poor Law of Englund rested for the 
Jast..three centuries, the Act of 1834 
added the establishment ofa powerful 
Poor Law Executive, for purposes: of 
inquiry and contrél, prohibition and 
direction, _ Whether. outdoor relief is 
combined with - the old. work-house 
system ‘28 in England, or excludéd in 
favour of the work-bouse test as in 
Ireland, the one leading idea of the En- 
lish aud Irish Poor Law is.that no one 
in the country can by law remain des- 
titute of the actual necessaries of life. 
The local laws of this Colony, I regret 
to say, approach in barbarity tho severest 
provisions of the Elizabethan Acts whilst 
making no. 
even to the disabled, orphans or lunatics. 
Ordinance No. 14 of 1845, Section II, 
17, says, “ évery’ person-who shall beg, 
gr.expogo'any sore or infirmity to view, 
fur the purpose of exciting compassion 
and obtaining olms, .'... ‘hall be lisble 
to a penalty not exceeding five Pounds,” 
rovided this offence is committed in any
